In  the  first  half  year  1984,  licensed  Montana  producers  sold  to  Montana  processors 
143,304,494  pounds  of  Grade  'A'  milk  at  a weighted  average  test  of  3.53%.  They  received 
a total  of  $19,499,997.67  or  a weighted  average  blend  price  of  $13.57  per  hundredweight 
for  all  milk  sold.  (These  prices  represent  payment  before  freight  allowances  from  farm- 
to-plant  were  withheld  and  does  not  represent  Northwest  Dairymen's  Association  produc- 
^ tion  or  value.)  Northwest  Dairymen's  Association  producers  produced  an  additional 
8,389,212  pounds  of  milk  in  Montana  during  this  period.  The  milk  tested  at  an  average 
weighted  test  of  3.49%  and  the  producers  received  a total  of  $1,118,502.56  gross  before 
freight  at  a weighted  average  blend  price  of  $13.33.  Northwest  Dairymen's  Association 
producers  production  is  marketed  by  Gallatin  Dairies  Inc.,  but  producers  are  paid  by 
an  out-of-state  cooperative  in  Washington  State. 

As  of  June  30,  1984,  there  were  12  in-state  distributors  or  processors,  16  out- 
of-state  distributors,  67  in-state  jobbers  who  contract  with  in-state  distributors, 

4 import  jobbers  who  contract  with  out-of-state  distributors,  and  11  producer-distrib- 
utors who  produce  and  sell  their  milk  on  the  farmstead.  283  producer  licenses  were 
issued  to  producers  selling  in  the  State  of  Montana  for  the  period  July  1,  1983 
through  June  30,  1984.  (13  of  these  were  producers  living  out-of-state  and  21  of  these 
were  living  in-state  and  selling  to  an  out-of-state  cooperative.) 

Producer  and  producer-distributor  license  applications  indicated  there  were 
24,482  Grade  'A'  dairy  animals  in  Montana  (producer-distributors  had  340  and  producers 
had  24,142).  This  number  includes  those  belonging  to  Montana  producers  living  out-of 
state  and  producers  living  in-state  selling  to  an  out-of-state  cooperative.  These  cows 
produced  152,082,483  pounds  of  Grade'A'  milk  (an  average  of  6,212  pounds  each)  during 
the  period  with  an  average  butterfat  test  of  3.53%.
